PRATHER  NAMED  ACTING  PRESIDENT 

Coach  H.  Lee  Prather  assumed  the  office  of  Acting  President  of  the  College 
on  September  9.  He  was  named  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  on  September  2 
to  take  charge  of  the  administration  of  the  Collage  following  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  G.  W.  McGinty,  acting  president  for  the  past  fourteen  months. 


"Coach,"  as  he  is  known  by  all 
of  us,  has  been  serving  this  in- 
stitution as  coach  and  Director  of 
Athletics  for  the  past  37  years.  He 
came  to  the  old  "Normal"  in  the 
fall  of  1913.  In  1934.  Coach 
Prather  relinquished  all  his  coach- 
ing duties  with  the  exception  of 
basketball,  which  he  has  retained 
throughout  his  stay  on  the  cam- 
pus. 

His  selection  as  Acting  Presi- 
dent has  met  with  acclaim  and  ap- 
proval   by    faculty    and    students 


alike.  All  of  them  feel  that  his 
appointment  is  a  well-deserved 
tribute  and  honor  paid  him  by 
the  State  Board  of  Education  in 
recognition  of  his  splendid  service 
and  accomplishments  at  the  in- 
stitution to  which  he  has  given  so 
much  of  his  time,  his  energy,  his 
talents,  and  himself.

Fall  Registration 
Totals  L568 

Kegistrati(jn  for  the  fall  semester 
(incomplete)  has  reached  a  total 
of  1,.5C8  as  compared  to  the  regis- 
tration of  one  year  ago  of  1,55.5. 

An  unofficial  count  of  the  fresh- 
men indicates  there  are  .586  regis- 
tered, the  largest  group  of  fresh- 
men since  the  fall  of  1917,  when 
there  were  681.  Freshman  enroll- 
ment for  1948  was  580,  while  the 
number  for  1949  dropped  to  338. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years 
women  students  outnumber  the 
men  students  on  the  campus;  how- 
ever, there  has  been  a  sharp  drop 
in  the  veteran  enrollment. 

Tabulation  of  the  various  classes 
and  curricula  are  not  completed  at 
this  time,  but  the  sophomore  class 
is  the  smallest  group  represented
